TORIO EXPERIENCES BIBLE SHORTAGE. 


Seekers for spiritual consolation in Japan nowadays are find­ 
ing their efforts hampered due to lack of Bibles. 
This shortage follows the destruction of a large American 
publishing house wrhich prior to September I, was situated at 
Yokohama. Earthquake and fire refugees who have been supplied 
with money, food and clothing, with their material wants sat­ 
isfied, nowr are turning in in large numbers to the consolation of 
the Christian religion, although the nation as a whole clings ten­ 
aciously to the tenets of Buddhism. 
However, the lack of Bibles 
has been noted by Christian missionaries and welfare workers. 
Temporary barracks which now” house a large proportion of 
Japanese in Tokio offer a promising field for Christian mission­ 
aries, who have grasped their opportunity and now are working 
might and main for the “Christianization of Japan,” the long-de­ 
ferred hope since the Jesuits came to this country in the sixteenth 
century. 
The Salvation Army has been among the most active CHOORING THE 
of the Christian organizations and has been highly commended 
for its effort to relieve suffering among the poor. 
“It is a surprising fact,” said Colonel Gumpei Yamamuro, 
Japanese leader of the Salvation Army, “that many earthquake 
and fire refugees are seeking consolation in the Christian relig­ 
ion. 
Salvation Army workers alone know of more than 600 
persons in the temporary shelter districts who are anxious to read 
the Bible. 
Salvation Army workers have been trying to find 
Bibles for them, but they have not been able to obtain more than 
three or four a day, which is not sufficient to supply the demand.” 
Until the disaster the American Bible Publishing House in 
Yokohama and the British Bible Publishing Company in 
Robe 
had been publishing 2,000,000 Bibles a year for Japanese readers. 
Eighty employes of the American firm in Yokohama were killed 
in the collapse ofthe building.

Damage estimated at 
15,000 
and 
loss expected from an enforced shut­ 
ting down of activities for approxi­ 
mately six weeks, was sustained at 
the plant of The Hagar Straw Board f 
and Paper Company. Cedarville, early j 
Friday morning when a cylinder head 
on the engine blew out, wrecking the 
engine room. 
The accident 
happened 
at 
3:30 
o'clock Friday morning, during the 
night shift. Fortunately there were no 
employes at the time in the engine 
room, which is located in the base­ 
ment. The plant is powered by a 400 
horse power tandem engine. The cyl­ 
inder head was blown 50 feet across 
the room, smashing a tank against the 
stone wall. 
The engine itself was badly dam­ 
aged, and steam was released that 
flooded the room and kept workmen 
from entering for some time. Pipes 
and pipe fittings wore damaged, and 
all automatic fire sprinklers in the 
room were released when the sprink­ 
le’ 
heads were melted off by the 
st* am .causing the room to be flooded. 
W. W. Galloway, general manager 
of the plant, said he believed the 
muddy condition of the creek from 
which the water for the boiler is ob­ 
tained, resulted in the explosion.
